dies of Jehoſaphat and Barlaam, 
and after to bring them into this 
City with as great Solemniiy as 
may be; 
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So the day being appointed, 
Alfanes with his Barrons went 
towards their Sepulchres, where 
they went with a multitude of 
People going likewiſe to ſee 
them.
